I have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Fourth  Annual  Report. 


The  area  of  the  Fleetwood  Sanitary  District  is  2,848  statute  acres. 
The  Boundaries  of  the  Wards  are  : — 


EAST  WARD. — Commencing  in  the  centre  of  Church  Street,  from  Dock 
Street,  thence  along  the  centre  of  St.  Peter’s  Place,  Adelaide  Street, 
Blakiston  Street  East,  Victoria  Street,  Mount  Road,  Hesketh  Place, 
and  along  the  Esplanade,  Queen’s  Terrace,  and  Dock  Street  to  Church 
Street. 

CENTRAL  WARD. — Commencing  in  the  centre  of  Church  Street,  and 
proceeding  in  the  same  direction  tO'  the  Esplanade,  thence  along 
Walmsley  Street,  West  Street,  and  Styan  Street,  to  Dock  Street,  and 
along  Dock  Street  to  the  junction  with  East  Ward  at  Church  Street.

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I have  estimated  the  population  for  the  present  year  at  14,150,  this  is  rather 
above  the  average  of  5.3  inhabitants  to  each  house,  but  during  the  year  there  has  been 
an  increase  of  new  families  come  to  the  town,  to  new  Industries.  On  this,  the  gross 
death-rate  amounted  to  15.95  1,000  inhabitants,  and  the  birth-rate  to  30.7.  Deduct- 

ing from  the  gross  deaths  those  which  did  not  belong  to  Fleetwood  (4),  and  those  due  to 
accidents  and  violence  (10),  and  adding  those  belonging  to  Fleetwood  which  happened 
away,  we  have  a death-rate  of  14.9  per  1,000  inhabitants.

Of  the  deaths  under  one  year,  ten  were  due  to  Convulsions,  fourteen  to 
Premature  Birth  and  Congenital  Defects,  seven  to  Debility  ano  Wasting,  twelve  to 
Diarrhoea,  and  eight  to  Measles.

The  death-rate  at  all  ages  from  the  seven  principle  Zymotic  Diseases,  viz.:  — 
Fever,  Small-pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  and 
Diarrhoea,  was  3.4,  as  compared  with  .8  the  previous  year,  and  the  percentage  of 
deaths  from  these  diseases  tO'  total  deaths  was  2r.6  per  cent. 

The  death-rate  from  Phthisis  and  other  Tuberculous  Diseases  was  .7  per  r,ooo 
of  the  population.  Of  these,  one  was  between  r and  5 years,  one  between  5 and  15 
years,  two  between  15  and  25  years,  six  between  25  and  65  years,  and  one  over  65 
years.

The  death-rate  from  Diseases  of  the  Respiratory  Organs,  including  Bronchitis, 
Pneumonia,  and  Pleurisy,  amounted  to  2.26  per  r,ooo  of  population. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  these  causes  for  the  whole  District  was  32,  as 
against  26  and  39  the  previous  two  years.  Of  these  seven  were  under  the  age  of  one 
year,  seven  between  one  and  r5  years,  and  the  remaining  eighteen  over  25  years  of  age.

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There  was  no  Small-pox  during  the  year. 

A permanent  Hospital  for  the  isolation  and  reception  of  sufferers  from  this 
disease  is  situated  at  Elswick,  about  r3  miles  distant  from  Fleetwood,  for  any  cases 
occurring  in  the  Districts  of  the  Garstang,  Preston,  and  Fylde  Dnions. 


There  were  22  deaths  from  Measles,  which  was  Epidemic  during  the  months  of 
February  and  March.  A Special  Report  was  furnished  to  the  Local  Government 
Board.  The  School  Authorities  closed  the  schools  when  there  was  an  absence  of  24.3 
per  cent,  to  the  number  on  the  Books. 

There  were  47  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  reported,  with  no  deaths.  In  November, 
Scarlet  Fever  broke  out  at  Rossall  School,  and  there  were  in  all  23  cases.  All  the 
houses  at  Rossall  communicate,  and  all  the  boys  dine  together  in  Hall,  as  well  as  mixing 
in  the  Class-rooms.  All  the  rooms  and  studies  have  been  disinfected  and  re-papered 
ind  painted  where  necessary. 

Enteric  Fever  caused  3 deaths  out  of  ra  cases  notified.  During  the  Camping 
Season,  at  the  end  of  July,  Enteric  Fever  broke  out  amongst  the  Officers  of  the  3rd 
Battalion  Loyal  North  Lancashire  Regiment,  which  was  fatal  to  3 Officers.  Most  of 
the  cases  were  diagnosed  after  they  had  left  Fleetwood.  The  Military  Sanitary 
Officers  conducted  a long  enquiry  and  fixed  the  cause  of  the  epidemic  on  a civilian 
vaiter. 

Diarrhoea  caused  19  deaths.  The  epidemic  was  very  severe  in  the  months  of 
September  and  October. 

There  were  6 cases  of  Erysipelas  and  no  deaths. 

There  were  24  cases  of  Diphtheria,  with  4 deaths. 

Whooping  Cough  was  the  cause  of  one  death. 

Each  house  in  which  any  Infectious  Disease  occurred  was  at  once  visited  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  some  by  myself  on  receiving  information  that  an  Infectious 
disease  was  present  in  the  house.  In  every  case  enquiries  were  made  as  to  the 
number  of  inmates,  number  of  children  attending  school,  presence  or  otherwise  of  any 
visitors,  milk  supply,  and  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  house,  yard,  and  drains. 
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Verbal  and  printed  instructions  are  given  as  to  isolation,  and  disinfection  of 
rooms  and  premises  with  “ Izal,”  which  is  supplied  to  the  infected  house. 

Notices  of  the  presence  of  Infectious  Disease  are  sent  to  Day  and  Sunday  School 
Authorities,  warning  them  not  to  receive  any  of  the  children  from  the  infected  house, 
and  also  to  the  Librarian,  who  in  such  cases  does  not  lend  books,  and  if  any  are  out 
they  are  called  in  and  disinfected.  Disinfection  is  carried  out  by  fumigating  the  rooms 
with  sulphurous  acid  gas,  and  recently  with  Formaldehyde  Spray,  and  placing  the  in- 
fected clothing,  etc.,  in  the  Steam  Disinfector,  supplied  by  Messrs.  Goddard,  Massey, 
and  Warner,  in  the  year  1891. 

The  Water  Supply  is  obtained  from  the  Fylde  Water  Board.  The  supply  is 
derived  from  Grizedale,  a moorland  district  about  12  miles  from  Fleetwood,  and  is  of 
good  quality,  though  slightly  peaty. 


The  Sanitary  Inspector  regularly  inspects  monthly,  and  when  necessary  daily, 
all  the  Dairies,  Milkshops,  Cowsheds,  and  Bake-houses  in  the  District. 


The  amount  of  air  space  allowed  for  each  Cow  is  700  cubic  feet. 


No  case  of  illness  which  occurred  could  be  traced  to  Milk  infection. 


Scavenging  is  properly  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  men.  The  refuse  is 
destroyed  at  the  Refuse  Destructor  erected  at  the  Electricity  Works. 


Each  back-yard  is  cleared  of  its  refuse  weekly.  The  Privy  and  Ashpit  nuisance 
has  disappeared.  Water  closets  in  every  case  have  been  substituted,  and  are  also 
provided  in  all  new  houses.  Wyre  Street  and  the  rural  parts  of  the  District,  including 
45  houses  and  10  farms,  are  as  yet  provided  with  privies  or  earth  closets,  but  Wyre 
Street  will  be  drained  by  the  new  sewer  when  it  is  completed. 


The  Sewers  and  Sewer  Outlets  remain  as  before. 


I am  pleased  to  report  that  the  new  Sewage  Diversion  Scheme  is  now  well 
advanced,  the  whole  of  the  brick  sewer  has  been  laid  and  the  Pumping  Station  buildings 
erected,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  in  use  before  the  end  of  1907. 
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During  the  year  Sewers  have  been  flushed  and  cleaned  with  penstocks,  as  in 
previous  years. 

House  accommodation  is  good  and  satisfactory.  There  is  sufficient  open-air 
space  about  the  houses,  which  are,  for  the  most  part,  clean.  There  are  scarcely  any 
empty  houses  in  the  town. 


House  drains  and  connections  are  kept  in  good  order. 


The  Slaughter-Houses  are  kept  clean,  the  supervision  is  carried  out  in  an 
efficient  and  satisfactory  manner. 


The  Inspection  of  Common  Lodging-Houses  is  attended  to,  and  the  Bye-laws 
for  their  regulation  as  far  as  possible  enforced.  Legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  5 
instances  for  breaches  of  these  Bye-laws,  and  convictions  obtained.  One  case  was 
dismissed  on  payment  of  costs,  and  the  others  were  fined  with  costs.  The  Sanitary 
state  of  these  places  is  fairly  satisfactory. 


During  the  year  Harris  Street,  Rhyl  Street,  and  Back  Upper  Queen’s  Terrace 
have  been  made. 


THE  FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACT,  1901. 


A Register  is  kept  of  all  Factories  and  Workshops  in  the  District. 


There  are  38  Factories  and  94  Workshops  registered  in  the  District.  The 
Factories  are  all  non-textile. 


The  Sanitary  conveniences  are  fairly  satisfactory,  verbal  notices  being  given  for 
improvement  whenever  defects  are  found. 
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The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  visited  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and 
some  by  mySelf.

PORT  SANITARY  REPORT 


To  the  Fleetwood  Port  Siutitarij  Authority. 


Gentlemen, 

The  Health  of  those  arriving  at  this  Port  has  continued  good,  and  no  case  of 
Infectious  Disease  occurred. 


The  Hospital  continues  ready  for  the  reception  of  Patients  suffering  from 
Infectious  Disease. 

The  Hospital  was  last  used  in  1894. 


The  personal  relations  between  the  Officers  of  Jtiis  Majesty’s  Customs  and  the 
Port  Sanitary  Authority  continue  most  satisfactory. 


During  1905  the  Boarding  Station  for  Infected  Ships  was  fixed. 


The  Fleetwood’  Port  Sanitary  Authority  and  the  Commissioner  of  His 
Majesty’s  Customs  have  agreed  to  fix  the  Boarding  Station  for  infected  ships  off  the 
entrance  to  the  River  Wyre,  and  on  the  north  side  of  Lune  Deep. 


The  Fleetwood  Port  Sanitary  Authority  have  also  fixed  the  same  place  as  a 
mooring  place  for  vessels  found  to  be  infected  with  Cholera,  Yellow  Fever,  or  Plague. 


A Steam  Tug,  owned  by  the  Harbour  Authorities,  would  be  placed  at  my 
disposal  in  case  of  the  necessity  of  inspecting  any  vessel  at  the  Mooring  Station  in 
Lune  Deeps,  outside  the  Screw  Pile  Lighthouse. 
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The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  visits  were  as  follows:  —
